Educator  Chxillenges 
Cormllation,  Changes 


The  current  controversy  over 
allocating  student  funds  for  a 
documentary  film  on  BYU’s 
efforts  to  help  the  rural  poor  has 
come  to  an  end. 

Nick  Horn,  ASBYU  attorney 
general  and  sponsor  of  the  project 
revealed  Tuesday  that  opposition 
and  criticism  from  some  members 
of  the  summer  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  caused  him  to  seek  other 
means  to  complete  the  film.  Thus, 
he  said,  student  funds  are  no 
longer  required. 

Horn  stated  that  he  had 
discussed  the  matter  with  Joe 
White,  program  director  for 
KBYU-TV,  and  they  agreed  to 
revise  the  film  to  cut  its  cost  and 
allow  KBYU-TV  to  take  on  the 
whole  project. 

Horn  reported  that  White  stated 
the  entire  project  would  definitely 
be  completed  by  Sept.  17  and 
probably  Sept.  1. 

A “sequence  script”  has  been 
submitted  and  approved  by  White, 
according  to  Horn.  He  explained 
that  a “sequence  script”  was  not  a 
word  for  word  format  but  an 
outline.  He  said  a complete  script 
is  not  needed  since  most  of  the 
film  will  be  “candid  interviews.” 

However,  in  a telephone 
conversation  with  The  Daily 
Universe,  White  revealed:  “No 
dates  or  deadlines  have  been  set 
pending  further  review  of  material 
and  development  of  a script.” 

White  also  stated  that 
“KBYU-TV  is  still  looking  for  the 
format  for  the  proposed 
TV-special  and  we’ll  do  it  if 
everything  goes  together  well.” 


The  matter  has  been  a source  of 
continuing  controversy  since  it 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  summer  council  several  weeks 
ago.  At  that  time  Horn  reported 
that  a total  of  $2,500  was  needed 
to  support  the  project  and  KBYU 
would  put  up  $2,000. 

Horn  asked  the  council  for  the 
remaining  $500  saying  that  it 
would  benefit  BYU  and  its 
students  from  a public  relations 
stand-point.  He  also  indicated  the 
support  of  Heber  Wolsey,  in 
charge  of  public  relations  for 
BYU. 

At  that  meeting  Joel  Peterson, 
summer  vice  president  of 
Academics,  opposed  the  matter. 
But  the  project  was  approved  over 
his  opposition.  Before  the  next 
meeting  on  July  22  Peterson  drew 
up  a written  proposal  asking  the 
council  to  reject  the  film.  He  gave 
his  reasons  as  foUows: 

-Mark  Hatahway,  director  of 
KBYU-TV,  revealed  no  date  had 
been  projected  for  completion 
whereas  Horn  indicated  August 
10. 

-Heber  Wolsey  had  only  said 
the  film  would  not  HARM  BYU’s 
public  relations.  He  declined  to 
endorse  it. 

-KBYU  did  not  agree  to 
finance  $2,000  but  rather  offered 
to  furnish  men  and  equipment. 

—Little  had  been  done  by  Horn 
to  seek  financing  elsewhere  and 
there  was  a good  chance  that

Stressing  the  “insurmountable 
opportunity”  facing  American 
higher  education.  Dr.  Fred  F. 
Harcleroad,  President  of  the 
American  College  Testing 
Program,  challenged  a select  group 
of  U.S.  educators  Tuesday  evening 
at  BYU  to  focus  on  the 
inter-relationship  of  the  entire 
educational  process  and  to 
innovate,  but  not  just  for  the  sake 
of  innovation. 

Dr.  Harcleroad  made  his 
remarks  at  the  opening  of  a 
three-day  workshop  concerned 
with  comprehensive  college 
admissions,  which  is  being 
sponsored  by  ACT  and  BYU.  The 
workshop  ends  tomorrow,  after 
having  explored  such  topics  as 
“Admission  Advising”  and 
“Additional  Examples  of  Machine 
Processes”  in  admissions. 


Speaking  to  admissions’  workers 
from  all  across  the  U.S.,  Dr. 
Harcleroad  explained  that 
correlation  and  change  are  needed 
to  face  three  of  the  major  issues 
of  higher  education. 

He  named  these  issues  as  the 
‘‘right  of  individual  access  to 
higher  education”— since  it  has 
become  a right,  how  is  each 
person  matched  to  his  college  or 
university-;  ‘‘institutional 
atonomy  versus  accountability”- 
since  the  public  is  more  involved 
in  education,  how  can  the 
institutions  still  make  their  own 
decisions—;  and  ‘‘quality  of 
ed  u cat  io  n ’ ’ — s ince  quality 
education  is  not  always  effective 
education,  how  can  education 
judge  effectiveness?

Can  Be  Enjoyable 


Meet  Utah’s  Candidates

Since  1912,  Mt.  Timpanogos  has  had  the  wear  and  tear  of  many  feet 
in  the  annual  Timp  Hike.  Because  this  heavy  traffic  has  caused  much 
soil  movement  and  plant  destruction,  this  year’s  organizers  have 
planned  for  a new  route  to  the  summit  via  the  Timpoonekee  Trail. 
Along  with  this  change  comes  some  pertinent  advice  for  this  year’s 
hikers,  expected  to  number  some  6,000  persons. 


(Editor’s  Note:  This  article  is  the 
first  in  a series  to  acquaint  readers 
of  The  Daily  Universe  with  the 
candidates  from  Utah  for  the  U.S. 
Senate  and  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  from  Utah’s  First 
Congressional  District.  Views  on 
critical  issues  will  be  presented 
from  candidates  of  all  three 
political  parties.) 


The  advice  comes  in  a 12-point  list  of  suggestions  offered  by  hike  Democratic  candidates  for  the

officials  to  “make  the  climb  a more  enjoyable  experience, 
suggestions  are; 

1.  Don’t  pick  flowers.  Much  of  the  natural  beauty  can  be  ruined  by 
6,000  thoughtless  hikers. 

2.  Stay  on-  the  trails.  If  you  break  trail  you  could  cause  a minor 
avalanche  on  climbers  below  you,  as  well  as  cause  unneeded  ecological 
disturbance. 

3.  Wear  a sturdy  pair  of  shoes  or  hiking  boots.  Many  inexperienced 
hikers  feel  that  a light  pair  of  ^m  shoes  make  for  easier  climbing; 
however,  this  is  definitely  not  true.  Sandies,  thongs  and  other  flimsy 
footwear  will  practically  guarantee  discomfort. 

4.  Take  along  a light  jacket,  one  easily  carried.  It  may  be  cold  at  the 
top. 

5.  Wear  a hat  of  some  kind.  The  sun  can  blister  the  face  as  well  as 
prove  a drain  on  the  energy  in  the  thin  mountain  atmosphere. 

6.  Don’t  eat  and  hike  at  the  same  time.  Be  sure  to  take  along  a lunch, 
but  eat  it  at  the  summit  or  the  Emerald  Lake  area.  Have  a hearty 
breakfast  before  you  start  hiking. 

7.  Don’t  race  up  the  mountain.  Take  it  easy  and  rest  periodically. 

8.  Don’t  drink  too  much  water.  Sometimes  a salt  tablet  can  be  the 
best  thirst-quencher. 

9.  Make  your  stay  on  the  summit  as  brief  as  possible.  The  available 
space  is  always  overcrowded  and  there  will  be  many  others  interested  in 
“conquering”  the  mountain. 

10.  Don’t  hike  at  night.  Because  of  deep  snow  levels  along  the  trail, 
night  hiking  can  be  very  dangerous.  The  hike  starts  at  4 a.m.  Saturday 
and  the  trail  will  be  closed  at  2 p.m. 

1 1.  Follow  the  safety  personnel’s  instruction  in  the  case  of  an 
emergency. 

1 2.  Enjoy  yourself  while  looking  out  for  the  safety  of  yourself  and 
others. 


Capitalists  In  Disguise 


Two  members  of  the  “Chicago  Seven”  may  be  seeking  to  destroy  the 
“system”  but  meanwhile  they  are  not  above  taking  it  for  all  it’s  worth. 


Abbie  Hoffman,  32,  has  earned  over  $50,000  thus  far  from  his  book 
entitled  “Revolution  for  the  Hell  of  It.”  Hoffman  has  also  received 
$25,000  for  selling  the  film  rights  to  MGM.  “Woodstock  Nation,”  his 
second  book  is  also  reportedly  doing  quite  well. 


Jerry  Rubin’s  book,  “Do  It,”  has  sold  more  than  475,000  copies  and 
has  earned  him  $45,000  to  date. 


Both  Rubin  and  Hoffman  are  facing  five-year  prison  sentences 
stemming  from  their  Chicago  trial.  Apparently  they  see  no  conflict  in 
their  ideology  and  capitalizing  on  the  private  enterprise  system  they  so 
denounce. 


Hoffman  and  Rubin  seem  typical  to  us  of  the  many  who  take 
advantage  of  “the  establishment”  they  so  abhor.  An  example  may  be 
seen  at  the  recent  Atlanta  Pop  Festival  when  hundreds  of  youths 
stormed  the  gates  yelling  “Free  music  to  the  people.”  This  forced  the 
promoters  to  open  the  gates  and  approximately  250,000  got  in  free 
causing  the  festival  to  become  an  instant  financial  nightmare  just  as 
Woodstock  had. 


Hoffman  recently  stated  in  the  Denver  Post  that  he  “didn’t  do  his 
book  for  money.”  He  explained  the  money  was  used  for  “needy 
projects”  such  as  the  Panthers,  court  costs,  and  support  of  the  anti-war 
movement. 


Abbie  Hoffman  and  his  yippie  comrade  Izak  Haber  are  now  putting 
together  a book  which  is  supposedly  titled,  “Steal  This  Book.”  This 
week’s  copy  of  Newsweek  (July  1 7)  says  that  despite  the  obvious  risks 
involved,  several  publishers  have  already  offered  five-figure  bids  for 
publishing  rights. 


Many  people  contend  that  what  the  kids  really  like  to  do  is  just  buy 
the  books  to  carry  as  badges  of  membership  rather  than  to  read. 

Hoffman  was  quoted  in  the  Denver  Post  saying,  “It’s  embarrassing. 
You  try  to  overthrow  the  government,  and  you  end  up  on  the 
best-seller  list.”

U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
from  the  First  Congressional 
District.  He  faces  a primary  battle 
with  Gunn  McKay  of  Huntsville 
that  will  be  determined  on  Sept. 
I 8.  In  the  July  1 6 state 
Democratic  convention,  Melville 
and  McKay  received  nearly  an 
even  amount  of  delegate  votes 
(Melville  294;  McKay  318). 

If  Melville  defeats  McKay  in 
September  he  will  face 
Republican  Richard  (Dick) 
Richards  of  Ogden  and  Daniel  L. 
Worthington  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
the  American  Independent  party 
candidate,  in  the  November 
election. 

Melville  considers  the  state 
convention  a “positive-plus”  for 
himself.  He  explains  that  McKay 
said  he  (McKay)  would  get  the 
necessary  70  per  cent  of  the 
delegate  votes  to  capture  the 
Democratic  nomination.  Melville 
points  out  that  McKay  received 
nowhere  near  that  amount.  He 
says  this  shows  that  the  people 
really  want  him  as  the  candidate. 

Melville  charges  that  McKay  is 
supported  by  the  “power 
structure  in  Salt  Lake  City,” 
whereas  he  (Melville)  is  wanted  by 
the  people.  Thus,  Melville  reports 
he  will  take  his  campaign  to  the 
grass-roots. 

He  also  says  that  the  “only 
honorable  and  fair  thing  to  do,” 
(for  him  and  McKay)  is  to 
“debate  the  issues.”  He  claims  this 
is  necessary  “so  the  people  can 
know  how  we  stand.”  He 
maintains  that  he  wants  “the 
democratic  system  to  operate” 
and  for  the  “people  who  vote  in 
the  primary  to  make  the  choice.” 

“Democracy  demands  that  the 
people  know  where  a candidate 
stands  on  the  important  issues 
that  face  America  and  the  state  of 
Utah  today,”  states  Melville.  He 
charges  that  McKay  will  not  face 
issues.  In  reference  to  McKay,  he 
adds,  “I  personally  resent  a 
candidate  being  sold  like  a box  of 
soap  to  the  electorate  by  an 
advertising  agency.” 

A Maverick 

Melville  is  sometimes  called  a 
maverick  within  the  Democratic 
party.  He  dismisses  this  by  saying 
he  has  been  a “stalwart  of  the 
party  but  will  stand  on  [his]  own 
two  feet.”  Melville  states  that  he 
does  not  represent  any  interest 
group  but  the  people. 

When  asked  about  his  political 
coloring,  Melville  replys  that  he 
doesn’t  care  much  for  labels.  He 
simply  says,  “I’m  Keith  Melville  ’ 
He  explains  that  in  such  areas  as 
human  rights  he  might  be  called  a 
liberal,  but  in  such  items  as  fiscal 
policy  he  could  be  termed 
conservative. 

Melville  says  a better  phrase 
might  be  a “national  progressive.” 
He  states  that  he  is  concerned 
about  inflation  and  if  elected  will 
work  to  reduce  rising 
unemployment.  He  is  for  “peace 
at  home  and  peace  abroad.” 

Concerning  the  environment,  he 
points  out  that  he  is  for  a “wise 
multi-purpose  use”  of  our  natural 


resources.  He  wants  a “balance 
between  economic  exploitation” 
and  “those  who  would  like  to 
have  all  [resources]  set  aside.” 

Best  Tax  Base 

On  taxes,  Melville  says  that 
what  government  needs  is  a more 
efficient  tax  system.  He  feels  that 
the  “tax  base  of  the  national 
government  is  probably  the  best

tax  base  we  have.  But  we  need  a 
complete  overhauling  of  the  tax 
system  to  eliminate  the 
inequalities  and  duplication.” 

He  states  that  the  tax  system 
should  be  set  up  according  to  the 
ability  to  pay  and  in  a way  that  is 
as  convenient  as  possible.  “This 
can’t  be  done  overnight,”  he 
acknowledges. 

About  overpopulation,  “I  am 
not  prepared  to  play  the  role  of 
God.  I am  prepared  to  play  the 
role  of  producing  positive  efforts 
to  feed  and  clothe  the  people  of  : 
this  earth.  I realize  the  plight  of 
people  in  Africa  and  India  but  we 
must  address  ourselves  in  a 
positive  manner  to  being  our 
brother’s  keeper.  To  accomplish 
this  we  must  have  peace  not  war.” 

On  Vietnam  Melville  asserts: 
‘‘There’s  a viable  workable 
solution.  It’s  not  Vietnamization 
of  the  war  but  an  Asianizatron  of 
the  peace.  The  United  States 
should  put  the  brunt  of  peace  on 
the  Asian  nations  because  it’s 
their  problem  and  not  ours.  If 
they  don’t  accept  it,  I think  that 
is  even  more  of  an  indication  that 
we  shouldn’t  be  there.  The 
solution  will  only  come  if  it 
comes  by  the  Asians.  We  have  lost 
too  much  already  in  life  and  in 
dollars.” 

Campus  Dissent

Melville  says  that  dissent  is  fu 
but  “at  the  point  where  life  a# 
property  are  put  in  jeopardy”  fj, 
matter  “should  go  before  th 
judicial  processes.” 

Melville  thinks  that  campi

When  asked  about  the  use  cj 
outside  law  enforcement  groiijj 
such  as  the  National  GuJ 
Melville  states  that  he  feels,  “Tj 
University  with  their  secuiii 
should  handle  their  own  probk 
to  the  extent  they  can.”  Oth 
groups  should  be  used  only 
last  resort”  because  too  oft! 
they  “only  complicate  ti 
problem.” 

He  insists  that  both  sides 
pursue  their  goals 
constitutional  mannei 
“Americans  are  moving  down, 
dangerous  road  if  they  want 
deny  rights  to  some  that  tin 
want  for  themselves,”  stai 
Melville. 

He  acknowledges  that  there 
those  involved  in  pro^ 
movements  that  are  “simp 
agitators.”  But  he  warns,  we  mu 
not  “penalize  those  who  la 
honest  dissent.” 

He  points  out  that  “our  sys[| 
thrives  by  having  the  white  l^l 
of  criticism  on  governing 
policies.”

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Charnpionship  SoftbaU 
Contenders  Determined 
In  Final  Week  Of  Play

With  only  one  week  remaining  in  the  M-Men  fast  pitch  softball 
contests,  only  two  teams  have  posted  an  unblemished  mark  thus  far  in 
league  play. 

Division  I winners,  the  26th  & 51st  Wards,  posted  a perfect  6-0  mark 
and  captured  their  respective  divisions.  A three-way  tie  exists  between 
the  39th,  3rd  & 32nd  and  the  llth  warders  for  second  place  as  each 
team  has  an  identical  3-2  mark  for  league  play. 

In  Division  II  competition,  the  38th  and  87th  wards  are  currently 
tied  with  a 5-1  record  followed  closely  by  the  44th  warders  who  have 
posted  a 4-1  mark  and  trail  the  leaders  by  only  a half  game.  The  21st 
ward  holds  down  3rd  place  with  a 4-2  mark  and  is  only  a game  behind 
the  pacesetters. 

The  54th  ward  is  currently  the  Division  III  leader  with  a 4-1  mark, 
but  complications  could  set  in  because  in  order  to  win  their  division  the 
54th  warders  must  win  their  remaining  game  or  throw  the  Divisional 
championship  up  for  grabs. 

The  19th  ward  having  already  completed  league  play  and  finished 
with  a 4-2  mark  now  must  await  the  outcome  of  the  54th  wards  game 
before  a Divisional  winner  can  be  selected.  Adding  to  the  confusion,  the 
30th  and  68th  wards  are  tied  for  third  place  with  identical  3-2  records. 
A loss  by  the  54th  ward  plus  victories  by  the  30th  and  68th  warders 
could  create  a four-way  tie  in  Division  III  competition. 

In  one  of  the  hardest  fought,  hottest  contested  Divisions,  the  70th  & 
79th  warders  have  completed  league  play  and  captured  Division  IV  with 
an  unblemished  6-0  mark.  The  70th  & 79th  warders  were  defeated  by 
the  53rd  ward  7-2,  but  a misinterpretation  of  a playing  rule  by  the 
officials  resulted  in  a protest  by  the  70th  & 79th  ward.  The  protest  was 
upheld  by  the  Intramural  Board  of  Directors  and  the  game  was 
re-played,  and  this  time  the  70th  & 79th  ward  emerged  victorious  with 
a 6-4  decision  over  last  year’s  Brigham  Young  University  representative 
in  the  All-Church  Tournament  the  53rd  ward. 

The  53rd  ward  captured  second  place  in  Division  IV  with  a 4-1  mark, 
followed  by  the  7601  & 80th  ward  and  the  5th  warders,  who  with  one 
game  remaining  have  posted  identical  3-2  records  and  a tie  for  third 
place. 

Division  winners,  the  41st  & 43rd  ward,  posted  a 4-1  mark  to  win 
their  Division.  The  67th  & 72nd  warders  tied  with  the  50th  ward  for 


second  place  with  a 3-3  showing  for  league  competition. 

The  All-School  championship  will  be  decided  next  week  in  a double 
elimination  tournament  that  will  decide  the  representative  for  BYU 
who  will  battle  the  zone  22  (Orem)  and  the  zone  23  (Provo)  winners 
for  a berth  in  the  All-Church  tournament  to  be  held  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
August  24-28. 

The  All-School  coed  softball  championships  are  currently  underway 
with  the  first  round  completed  last  Monday.  In  first  round  action,  Area 
1 defeated  the  70th  and  79th  ward  in  a hard  fought  6-5  verdict.  The 
1 3th  ward  proved  that  their  number  was  a lucky  one  as  they  downed 
the  83rd  & 86th  ward  in  easy  fashion.  The  45th  ward  disposed  of  the 
73rd  & 74th  ward,  while  the  76th  & 80th  warders  won  by  forfeit  over 
the  41st  and  43rd  warders.  The  second  round  of  the  coed  softball  wars 


will  be  today  at  the  Helaman  Halls  Field.  This,  like  the  M-Men 
All-School  championship,  will  be  a double  elimination  tournament  so 
the  teams  that  lost  first-round  games  still  have  a chance  to  make  a 
comeback  and  capture  the  All-School  championship  in  both  M-Men  and 
Coed  competition.

Redford 
Plans  Film 
Near  Provo 

There  is  a possibility  that  BYU 
students  will  be  needed  in  Robert 
Redford’s  next  movie  to  be  filmed 
this  fall  in  Provo  Canyon  and  sites 
in  northern  Utah,  Redford  told 
The  Daily  Universe  last  week.

There  were  some  double  takes 
at  last  week’s  world  premiere  of 
the  hilarious  western  musical 
“Butch  and  the  Kid”  staged  on 
the  open  air  Sundance  Theatre 
nestled  12  miles  into  Provo 
Canyon.

“This  is  terrific!”  exclaimed 
Robert  Redford  after  Saturday 
night’s  performance.  Redford, 
who  teamed  with  Paul  Newman  to 
make  the  movie  “Butch  Cassidy 
and  the  Sundance  Kid”  a 
stampeding  success,  owns  the 
sprouting  Sundance  resort  in 
Provo  Canyon.
